The money will be returned 
to the Rovernnient, aud hereaftw the 
fair will be opened Sundays. 




ON THE QUN DECK OF TIIK ILLINOIS. 

This conrse was decided upon at a 
■pecial meeting of the directorj' yester- 
day afternoon. Most of tlio (liroctorii 
were dissatitufied with the plan adopted 
at their last meeting, that of oDenii.g 
the grounds Sundays while closing all 
building's containg exhibits. Yester- 
day's action was practi' ally unanimou.s, 
but two directors out of ;)•"> voting 
•gainst the propo.sitioii. By the terms 
ox the resolutioa adopted yesterday the 
machinery will be closed down on Sun- 
day, but In every other respoct the fair 
wfll be oponed in all departments the 
MUne as on secniar days. But i$l,»2!).r^U 
of the appropriation oriLjiiially made liy 
congress has been turnt il over to tUe 
expo.-ition company, and this amount is 
to lie returned to the national treasury 
after the debts ^f the exposition have 
been paid. 

A rale embodying these points will 
be inbmitted to' the national commib- 
ilon for anproval. What action the 
boAy will take is problematical, as a mere 
working quorum of the members is at 

8 resent in the city. In anv event it is 
tie evident purpose of the local direct- 
ors to open the fair Scindays, even at 
the ezpenae of a raptare with the na- 
tlooil body. 

Lnboran DlieontantMl. 

Discontent and uneasiness ie apparent 
among some of the laborers on the 

grounds and janitors of the difteridnt 
nildings because their salaries are not 
forthcoming. The carpenters and staff 
workers erecting the band pavilions in 
administration plaza, who struck for 
backpay, are stul out The men have 
not been paid for three or four weeks 
and another month's pay will be due 
oa the '.215th. The contractors have 
been putting them off from day to day 
with the information that they will be 
paid when the exposition gives them 
the money due contractors, giving the 
men, however, anything from 25 cents 
to SI at different times Tor oar fare. 

Tlie coutr<tctor. it is said, will not be 
paid anything until he has finished the 
lob. Many oi the contractors are behind 
in their pa^ meuts and they tell the 
workmen they cannot get their money 
fkom the treasury. The red tape nec- 
essary in the proper auditing and for- 
warding of accounts through the de- 
]iartiuentH is no doubt responsible for 
part of the delay. There are about 'i, 
MO janitors and helpers on the grounds 
have not received their pay for the 
last mouth and another pay day is due 
inlOdays. There is also neat dissatis- 
faction among them and they havebeon 
put off from day to day and sometimes 
twice daily since the iwd of last month. 
They fail to see why "red tape" ahonld 
interfere to this length with April 
salary when they have rsoelTed their 
nay heretofore promptly tin feha speci- 
Bed days. 

When the attention of A. F. See- 
berger, treasurer of the exposition, was 
called to the complaint of the janitors 
and other workmen at the fair regard- 
ing the non-payment of overdue wages, 
he said: "I don't know why any of 
these men are complaining. They have 
no just cause for complaint They are 
being paid jtist as fast ss the payrolls 
can be made out. Of course, there hai 
been Bome aelay in the preparation of 
the payrolls. That can not be helped 
where there are thousands of men to 
every week. But as for the re- 

Ethat the exposition company is 
t of money and can not pay its em- 
ployes and lUe contractors, there ie no 
foundation for even suspicion in that 
direction. Ample provision has been 
made for just such a contingency. Of 
coursti our funds are not as large as 
they would have been if the weather 
had been favorable to large attendance, 
but we will meet all emergencies." 

In spite ot Treasurer 8eeberger's as- 
sertion, that the exposition treasury of- 
ficers were not playing a "standoff" pol- 
icy, the fact is that every day long lines 
of shivering workmen are to be seen 
outside the ofUce of Paymaster Mee- 
ban. When asked why they were there 
the men said they had been waiting for 
their pay for several days, and it was 
not the first time they had stood in line 
there only to be put off with Ml- 
nonnc!ement to "come around fOttOr^ 
row" at Buch a time. 
On the windows of the papnastar's

"would be paid otl today," and ' the 
office rolls will not be paid for several 
davH." by which is BMant the Ttrious 

departmental clerks. 

A national coinniisKioner said in 
speakiiiK on the suliject: "I have no 
doubt tliat the expo.sition autliorities 
are hardup for money. Kvcrvtliing has 
worked to the detriuicut of the fair for 
some . time now, particularly the 
weather. I wouldn't be surprised if sev- 
eral of the Chicago capitalists would 
be asked to help out before this month is 
over. The running expenses of the fair 
are about ^i4r),(iOO daily. That means 
UU.UUO paid admissions every day to pay 
the bare operating exnenses to say 
nothing of what stockholders shonld 
have on their money invested in the en- 
terpnse. Since May 1 the sverage at- 
tendance has not been over llfiW, and 
as the turnstiles have not been in work- 
ing order all the time 'it is a hard mat- 
ter to tdl just how many paid admis- 
•iona thwe were."

Xo police were upon 
the scene although they had been noti 
Bed. 

The strike is the beginning of a strug 
gle between the union aud the contrac 
tors' association. The scale of wages 
is higher than that demanded by the 
union, but calls for 10 hours' work. 
The fight will be concentrated at Mon' 
ument place, and the union claims that 
it will soon 'lave 2,0UO men to prevent 
the progress of the work. Several as 
saults have been made, but w fw no 
one has be en badly hurt.

Mr. Wiman has been in straightened 
financial circumstances for some time 
past. Sever il weeks ago Mr. Wiman 
made over a portion of his property, 
including his Staten Island real estate, 
to trustees for the benefit of creditors. 

He hoped to be able to pull through 
his difficulties without the necessity of 
making a general assignment. The 
bad condition of the money market, 
however, has prevented him from doing 
this, and for some days his assignment 
has been expected.

Engineer Orrin Luke waa fatally 
injured and the passengers badly 
shaken up but none seriously hurt The 
engine, mail, express and two baggage 
cars were badly damaged.

The Body of niuniei or I'wlliatar of Sing 

Siiiv Found. 

SiNQ Sixo, May 17.— A body was 
found in the Hudsmi river, off Sing 
Sing, and has been identified by ■ State 
Detective Jackson and Principal Keeper 
Conuaughton of the prison, as that of 
Pallister, the escaped murderer of Po- 
liceman Kane. 

The body was very mtuh decomposed. 
A bunch <» keys found in the clothes 
was idmttftod by Mr. Cannaughton as 
tlis on* taken from the guards by Pal- 
lister and Boehleat the time of their 
escape from the death house of the 
prison, nearly a month ago. The body 
was found in the river b^ tv)% fisher- 
men and brought to Sing Sing dock. 
The coroner has been notified, and will 
hold an inqneat. 

A thorough examination revealed a 
bullet hole under the left eye, and the 
supposition is that Boehle shot Pallister 
and then committed suicide. A fully 
loaded revolver was found in one of 
Palliater's pockets. 

Pallister uud RoeUe were confined in 
murderers' row, in cells adjdning that 
of Carlyle Harris, electrocuted last 
Monday. Pallister saved from several 
days' meals the pepper broiutht to him 
vrith his foo>l and one night aashed the 
whole ot it in the cellkeeper's eyes, took 
from him his keys and revolver, locked 
the man in the cell and released Rcehle. 
Then the two captured the next guard 
that oame along and locked him up. 
They then released Carlyle Harris, but 
he declined to escape. Pallister and 
Roehle then made their way to the roof 
of the prison and got to the river in a 
terrible storm. RoaUe's body, with a 
bnllethole in the head, was fooadlast 
week biT some fishermen.

A PARME R'S DEAD LY AIM. 

He ShoAts at a Whaat Thiaf After Dark 
and KilU Him'. 

Sprinofield, O., May 17.— An en- 
gineer of the Big Four local freight dis 
covered a young man lying near the 

track at Snyder's station, five miles 
west of here, in a pool of blood dead. 
The man provtMl to bo Chiy Dorcas oi 
Fredericic county, Md., said to bo flic 
Bon (.f a Wealthy f.'irmer there. He was 
visiting his uncle, L. E. Dorcas, at Sny- 
der's. 

The tragedy was the result (jf the dis 
covery of two tliieves stealing wheal 
from the eK ator the night before by 
Ezra ;>yiuler. uiie of tlit- we.ilthiot 
farmers in tlie county. Snyder onlereil 
tliem to stop, thereupon tliey started tc 
run. He in.stantly drew his revolver 
and tired tliree tunes, following tlie 
ihievi'rt a coii.sideralile distance. The 
second thief is unknown. Snyder diil 
not know he hail killed his man until 
nearly noon. He promptly gave him- 
self up.

Zanbsviixe, O., Aiay 17. — James 
Sheppard, a young man 17 years of age, 
was shot and slightly wonnded in the 
arm by an unknown colored man. The 

affair grew out of the employment ol 
nonunion men at the rolling mill. A 
colored man, whose name could not be 
ascertained, who was returning to the 
mill after having been to the central 
part of town, was followed by a crowd 
of boys crying "black sheep' and 
"scab. As ne turned the corner of u 
side street he saw Sheppard and Baker 
and, it is alleged, without any provoca- 
tion shot at them.

CUM the Uupstlnn and Dvctde That 
Nothlns Can Va Onna Until Congress 
-Convanas— ftnmors ef Ceailag TreaMs 
iioiwepn the Flowerjr KlagoMS and the 
United Statat. 

Wabhiitotov, May 17.--At the cab- 
inet meeting, with a full attendance, 
the Chinese (juestion as complicated by 
the descisioii of the supreme court was 
discussed from every pomt of view and 
it is understood the conclusion reached 
was that the law could not be enforced 
for the reason that there was no money 
available for that purpose. The act 
only carries an appropriation of $100,- 
000. 

Secretary Carlisle showed that not 
more than :j::!.">.(KXJ of thai sum remained 
with some bills still unaudited to b-i 
acted upon. It is estimated it would 
cost to deport the Chin' Se now in the 
country, who have not cumplied wii.i 
the law, more than .s(i,ouo,i)ii(). This 
ttatement e.xhiliited what one ineinber 
of the cabinet (•.•illed the utter ina /ilitv 
of the goveTiiiiieiit to k'^'c any elf. i t to 
the law without further ;iction Ijy con- 
gress. Under tlie cirt-um-^t iiici s. it was 
und' r.stood liiat nothiir.' cliuM he done, 
and it is said there is little if any proli- 
aiiility nf tlie federal governnieiit mak- 
ing any immediate effort to put the law 

into ellect. 

One mMiilier nf the eabinet whO 
holds a liiL;li |ihi '" and is looked upon 
as a man of force and streti;,'!li i i 
character, ii'ade the broad !,s^ertio:i 
after the session was ovi r tli:it the law 
was nothing .short of a politic.il scheme 
enacted for political eti. t. (he said, in 
fact, somethinic abi.ui i' inagbguery") 
and he intimate I t in th' re nad been 
a general hope among his associat* i 
that the court woula have held it to L 
unconstitntional. 

It hi assumed that in the ordinary 
course of difVnnatlc usua'^e a copy of 
tlie decision of the supreme coni-t, as 
soon as the majority meinbers of the 
court have d'-termined upon its exact 
nhraseoloi^y, will be trsusmitted to the 
Chinese minister, to be by him forward- 
ed to his government;. This will neces-
